GROWN IN FIVE YEARS

he table below illustrates the growth of Edmonton's debt in the 
past five years. 

In the year 1903, when. Edimctnon became a city and the capital of 
the newly formed province of Alberta, ne city’s debenture debt on 
all counts totalled only $3c6,040. 

On the gist of Oopober, 1910, the city’s debenture debt on alll 
counts stood iat $5,928,205.

NC. Against this goneral debt the chty had on hand on October 31st, 
sinking fundis ‘on general debemture account of $81,737, leaving the city’s 
na hia bility on general debenture acocunt at $1,098,452. 

This $1,908,452 wapresemts the amount which the city owes ex- 
clusive of the sums raised for local improvements and utilitics, and is 
the dotal amount which ithe city has borrowed under its borrowing 
(power of 20 per cent, on an assessment of $27,636,710, leaving the city 
wah an unimpaired borrowing power on October 3ist of $3,526,200. 

For whe purpose of establishing fits utilities the city on October 
3ie¢ thad borrowed $2,096,194. 

For bocal improvements the city on October 31st had borrowed 
$941,822, 

Against, utility debentures the city had on hand $83,080. ! 

Against ‘local improvement debentures ¢he city had on hand 
by way of sinking fund the sum of $111,230. 

In 1905, whem ithe city had a total poputation of 9,200, the total per 
capita debt on all counts was $55. Of this $45.05 was general debt and 
$5.60 boca! improvement. Tihe city did not segregate its general and 
usatity debts until 1909. ; 

Mstinating the population at the present time at 25,000, the otal 
per capsia debt is now $237. Of whis mmount $83.20 per head is repre- 
staied in goneral debt, $37.60 in tocal improvement debt and $116.20 
in @iabitities incurred on construction of utilfties. 

‘The tables given ‘bolow illustrate whe accumulation of dhe debt 
Ouring the five years under review. In the year 1906, whem no new 
debontures were issued, there was a decraase in ithe civic debt due to 
the retinement of a portion of the city's indebtedness incurred in pre-

Within a few blocks of the 
spot where the first telegraph line was 
strung into Edmonton ‘way back in 
1870, these old-time telegraphers, re- 
clining amid the luxury and comforts 
of a modern home, brought back to 
memory story after storv of their ex- 
periences when the telegraph was first 
introduced to the west, and of the 
hardships they underwent. There was 
Alex.

‘The Dominion gov- 
ernment telegraph construction gangs 
proceeded with the extension of the 
telegraph line along that proposed 
route, and had extended the line to 
a point three miles west of the pre- 


of the defeat of the McKenzie gov- 
ernment and the gangs dropped their 
work and went back east, leaving the 
end of the wire stringing over a pole, 
in the middle of the prairie. 

When the McLeod party, of which 
Rev. Dr. Gordon, of Queen's Univer- 
was a member, went up 
the coast and through the 
Pine pass, in 1879, Alex. ‘Taylor, 
then in the employ of the govern- 
ment telegraph at Winnipeg, was or- 
dered to go to the end of the line, out 
on the prairie and wait to receive the 
report of the McLeod party, which he 
was to transmit to Ottawa by wire. 

Mr. Taylor rode out to where the 
wire was hanging over the pole. He 
pitched his tent, eut in on the wire, 
and set his ticker going. He waited 
there all summer, but the McLeod 
party never turned up. In the fall he 
moved eastward to Hay Lakes, 35 
miles south-east of Edmonton, where 
a telegraph shanty had been construc- 
ted, and there took up his headquar- 
ters for the winter.

ARGUMENTS city is likely to impair its financial standing should 
it undertake a municipal gas enterprise. 

To convey this idea, the journal, speaking of the gas franchise, 
uses the following circumlocutory method of expression: 

In this connection, however, it can be always well con- 
sidered that a civic purse has a limit as well as a private 
one, and that even the largest operators and contractors are 
willing if not compelled at times to sublet a portion of their 
development work to others. 

The idea which the Journal intends to convey is without foun- 
dation. The city of Edmonton is in the best financial position of 
any city in the Dominion of Canada. The city’s bonds are selling 
ata higher price on the London market than those of Canadian cities 
which do not own their utilities. 

The city owes on utilities $2,906,194, every dollar of which is 
represented in tangible assets in revenue-earning plant, and not one 
dollar of which is chargeable against the city’s borrowing power. 

If the city should decide to indulge in a municipal gas plant at 
an expense of another half million, the city’s 20 per cent. borrowing 
power would not be impaired one cent. The amount would be 
charged to the utility debenture account, and not to the general de- 
benture account. 

Not one dollar of the liability incurred by the installation of 
municipal utilities has ever been charged against the general taxation 
of the city, and there is no reason to believe that the taxpayer would 
be saddled with an additional burden through the installation of a 
gas plant. 


There is no question about the city’s financial ability to under- 


take the gas enterprise. On the contrary it might be shown that the 


city is in quite as good a financial position to do so as the people 
who are asking the franchise. 

The question is whether the ‘city desires to undertake the gas 
enterprise. 

Until the agreement is brought in this question can not be 
swered.

“The Tin Bulle.” 

Some years later the government 
telegraph office was moved up to the 
corner of Sixth and Hardisty, where 
Dr. Wilson had a drug store and small 
surgery in part of which Mr. Taylor 
installed his instrument. Later, when 
Mr. Taylor married, he removed the 
instrument to his home, and in the 
early ’90's the office was moved to a 
frame building on the present site of 
the Sandison block on Jasper east. 

In i803, Mr. Taylor gave up the 
office. Afterwards the office was re- 
moved to a smal building east of the 
Sandison block, and in recent years 
has been combined with the C.P.R. 
telegraph offices on Jasper, near Mc- 
Dougall, 

The Dominion telegraph is still an 
immense factor in the development 
of the northwest. Some years ago 
the Hine ‘was extended north to Atha- 
basca Landing, where Jas. McKernan, 
another old-time telegrapher, is in 
charge. Last year it was extended to 
Lesser Slave Lake, and Peace river 
crossing, 300 miles north of the Land- 
ing, and next year the line is to go 
down into Grande Prairie, and cast 
from Athabasca Landing to Fort Me- 
Murray. 

Other old-timers who were not pre- 
sent at the gathering the other even-- 
ing, were Thos. Rookes, proprietor of 
the Alberta Hetel, who worked on the 
government telegraph line and C.PR. 
lines around the head of the Great 
Lakes in the early days, and Moser,

‘Yhere are many places at present at 
which children are employed at night.

When this 
new legislation goes into effect, this will 
be prohibited. 

Legisiation has already been passed whieh 
prolibits the employment of children un- 
der the age of Ofteen, ino any capacity 
whatever, at any time in the day. For the 
past year the efforts of the superintend- 
ent of neglected children, and the children’s 
ald socteties throughout the province, have 
been directed to securing legislation which 
Will prohibit child labor,

0. M. 1. COLLEGE 15 
NEARLY FINISHED 


Handsome Trophy for Interpro- 
vincal Collegiate Competi- 
tion Has been Donated 


Strathcona, Jan. 20.—Across Mill 
Creek valley near the eastern bound- 
ary of the city there has arisen during 
the last three months an imposing 
pile of masonary which gives turther 
educational distinction to Strathcona 
through being the third institution of 
its kind in all Canada. This institu- 
tion is the O.M.I. college of the Rom- 
an Catholic church and its location in 
this city was brought about last year 
through vhe efforts of Rev. Fasher Jan 
of St. Anthony’s church here. When 
the special committee for choosing 
a site for the college made known 
their mission one year ago there were 
a number of Albertan cities made ap- 
plication for the institution but the 
jocation offered in Strathcona was fin- 
ally considered superior to all the 
others by reason of this city being the 
home of the Provincial University and 
through the fact that the site on the 
Rutherford property overlooking Mull 
valley and the two cities is almost 
unequalled in the west. Hight acres 
were secured for the building site and 
it is upon the most elevated portion cf 
this property that the big college has 
been erected, 

Ready in March. 

When the conract for the erection 
of the college was let some months 
ago it was stipulated that it be ready 
for occupancy by the first of January 
of this year but delays have occurred 
in the finishing of the interior that will 
delay the opening until some time in 
March. ‘The structure is three stories 
in height and of large dimensions with 
a full sized basement. One hundred 
feet to the rear of the college build- 
ing is a handsome brick residence for 
the staff of instructors this house be- 
ing connected with the main building 
by a large underground — tunnel 
through which will run the heating 
and water pipes. The estimated cost 


cif $300,000. 11 is so designed hat when 
necessary additions can be made to in- 
crease the residential capacity ito at 
least one hundred students. 

The Strathcona O.M.I. college will 
be the third of the order in Canada. 
The other schools of the ordei are at 
Ottawa and Winnipeg. In the former 
city the college has a capacity of 120 
students while the college in Winni- 
peg accommodates fifty. The St. 
John’s Apostolic school, as the 
Strathcona college will be known will 
provide residential room for 35 stu- 
dents when opened. It is expected that 
this number of students will be in at- 
tendance here by next September. 
The college is similar to the ordinary 
high school in its educational stand- 
ing but is the training school for 
youths: intending to enter the priest- 
hood. At least cight instructors will 
be on the faculty in St. John’s school 
when it opens this year. 

Strathcona Locals. 

After a short illness Mrs. E. De- 
Frain died yesterday at 12.30 o'clock. 
The news of her death came as a 
shock to a wide circle of friends 
through its suddenness although her 
condition has been critical for the past 
week. About ten days ago Mrs, De-

arrangements are yet to be made.
